W h en th e b andit s had emptied the 
safe in the vault they commanded 
the four officials and two customers 
to mar ch into th e vault. 
T h e vault 
door was then locked and th e rob­ 
bers left the building and jumped 
into th e w a itin g automobile. 
A store 
clerk saw the 
bandits 
leaving and suspecting robbery, re­ 
leased the men from the vault. 
A posse 
was organized and 
the 
ban dits tracked 
twelve miles, 
the 
trail finally becoming lost and the 
chase was abandoned.
